MOVE TO ELIMINATE 
SUBMARINES FAILS 


Limit of 5 Inches, However, 
Put on Caliber of Guns on 
Undersea Craft. 


Geneva, Switzerland, July 1 (By A. 
P.).—The question of limiting the to- 
tal tonnage of cruisers now looms as 
the greatest problem before the tri- 
partite naval conference. 

All information indicates that Great 
Britain will probably request figures so 
much higher than the existing tonnage 
and so much in excess of the maximum 
figures suggested by the Americans that 
it may be exceedingly difficult for Hugh 
S. Gibson and his conferees to agree 
to the British proposition. 

It is understood that Great Britain 
is maintaining its demand for high 
cruiser strength because of its commit- 
ments to the protection of the domi- 
nions as well as the far-flung British 
trade routes. 

In some conference circles it is re- 
ported that the British may ask the 
right to maintain as much as 500,000 
tons in cruisers. Both the American 
and Japanese delegations are under- 
st6od to favor placing the total tonnage 
as low as possible. 


U. 8S. Discourages Japan. 


Meanwhile it is understood the Jap- 
anese are somewhat disconcerted by the 
reportedly unfavorable reaction of 
American opinion to. their projected 
shifting on the question of capital 
ships and their probable support of 
the British plan to insist on the re- 
opening of that question at the present 
conference. 

The correspondent understands that 
the situation now is definitely shaping 
toward a discussion of the capital ship 
question at the end of the conference, 
with adoption of a resolution or’ pre- 
amble to the treaty to be framed here. 
This resolution or preamble will, it is 
thought, emphasize the desirability of 
technical study of the sizes of warships 
in preparation for the second Washing- 
ton conference, which will be held in 
1931. 

U. S. Unalterably Opposed. 

Both Great Britain and Japan again 
have been told that the United States 
is unalterably opposed to changing the 
Washington treaty at the present con- 
ference 

The time for abolishing submarines as 
engines of naval warfare apparently has 
not yet arrived, for the naval experts 
of the tripartite naval conference failed 
today to follow the American sugges- 
tion, made on the opening day of the 
conference, that the United States 
would be willing to consider abolishing 
the submarine if such action were 
made universal. 

It is understood, however, that the 
experts agreed today upon the 5-inch 
gun as the largest cannon for subma- 
rines. 

The British delegates proposed creat- 
ing two categories of submarines, one 
with a maximum size of 600 tons and 
the other with a maximum of 1,600

33 Die in Chicago, Score in 
Ohio, 2 in St. Louis, as 
Torrid Wave Spreads. 


MANY SLEEP IN PARKS 


Chicago, lll., July 1 (By A. P.).—Chi- 
cago’s heat deaths reached 33 today 
when the third consecutive day of in- 
tensely hot and humid weather added 
six. 

The heralded and anticipated thun- 
derstorm struck the city shortly after 
5 p. m., but the = resisted stub- 
bornly and at 6 p. m. it registered 89 
degrees. 

At 4 p. m. the thermometer crept to 
93, which is near the previous maximum 
for the past two-day humid spell. On 
Wednesday the maximum was 93.6 and 
yesterday the mercury’s highest mark 
was 93. 

More than a score were reported dead 
in Ohio from the heat, most of them 
due to prostrations but some from 
drownings. Temperatures in Ohio 
ranged from 82 to 97. 

Thousands spent the day and last 
night in the lake and parks. 

The heat wave continued undimin- 
ished throughout the middle West and 
district adjacent to the South and 
North, but there was a cool high air 
overspreading the Northwest and con- 
siderable falls in température had 
been noted. 

St. Louls, July 1 (By A. P.).—Two 
men died in St. Louis and East St. 
Louls last night and today as a result 
of prostration caused by che heat wave 
which reached a maximum of 9 
degrees yesterday. 

Darkness brought’only slight reliet 
and at midnight the thermometer stood 
at 82 degrees.

FLARE OF LITTLE AID 
IN LIGHTING CHANNEL 


Flying 19 Hours, Unable to 
See Through Fog, Called 
Terrible Experience. 


Ver-sur-Mer, France, July 1 (By A 
P.)—Here is Commander Byrd's story 
of his transatlantic flight, as he related 
it to J. E. Angly, staff correspondent of 
the Associated Press: 

“We had fairly good weather during 
the first part of the flight off the Amer- 
ican coast and kept up good speed, even 
at ‘the start, when our load was ex- 
tremely heavy. 

“From the time we- sighted New- 
foundliand until we had nearly reached 
Europe we saw no land or sea, the 
America being always in a fog which 
at times was so\thick we could barely 
see as far as the tips of the wings. 

“We had nineteen hours of high, 
dense fogs and clouds. It may have 
been clear on the surface at times, but 
it would have been impossible to go 
up and down continuously, seeking 
clearer weather, instead of getting on 
with the flight. 

“Of couse, that was a terrible exper- 
lence. Imagine not seeing anything at 
all for nineteen hours! 

“We were unable to take our depar- 
ture from St. Johns, as we could not 
see Newfoundland at all because of the 
fog with which the whole country was 
covered. 

Managed to Locate Selves. 

“After nineteen hours of that we 
managed, by very. good luck, to locate 
ourselves on coming out of it and 
reached the French coast at Finistere. 
I don’t know exactly what time it was, 
for I’ve lost my charts and most of my 
records, but it was before sundown and 
we had made very good speed. 

“We first got in the fog about 4 
o’clock Wednesday afternoon (New 
York daylight saving time) and con- 
tinued in it until 11 o’clock yesterday 
| morning. 

“At Finistere we set our course for 
Paris. Not long after we left Finistere 
darkness fell. Naturally we then fol- 
lowed the compass course, having used 
it satisfactorily for 1,000 miles. 

“To our astonishment and amuse- 
ment we came to a park near the sea, 
| instead of Paris. Something had taken 
the compass off many degrees and in 
the fog and rain we had gone in a 
| circle. Something must have affected 
the compasses. I believe it was not 
| the fault of the compasses, for they 
worked satisfactorily. We were now in 
the predicament of flying around on a 
very dark, rainy, foggy night, not know- 
ing where we were. going.” 

“Every few minutes ere was rain or 
fog. By then we had only enough gas- 
oline for a few hours more,- probably 
| not enough to keep going until day- 
|light. We would have to land with it 

pitch dark if we could not reach Paris

“We set another course for Paris, but

Weirdest Flight of Life, 
Noville Says; Blind Men 
Staggering Through Air 


Byrd Given Credit for Saving Lives of All by In- 
stinctively Finding Water in Which to Descend. 
Couldn’t Have Picked Worse Weather if 
They Had Tried, He Writes. 


By LIEUT. GEORGE O. NOVILLE. 
Second in Command of the Monoplane America. 


(Special Cable Dispatch to The Washington Post.) 

Ver-Sur-Mer, France, July 1.—You will want to ask me right off 
‘what was it like?’ 

Well, like nothing I have ever felt or have seen in the air, or that 
I ever dreamed of. Both Commander Byrd and I agree that this trans- 
atlantic flight which we ended at 3:30 this morning with such kindly 
Providence was the weirdest trip we have ever made in all our aviation 
experience, and if we live for the next thousand years we Will never 
know another flight like it. 

It was just a ghostly and unbelievable sort. of thing—flying on, on, 
and on up there cutting the fog with always more fog or more rain 
ahead. If the Atlantic can be crossed under such conditions, it can 
be crossed under any conditions. After this trip I can not see the 
slightest doubt of that. 

There was terrible weather from the beginning. 

Not bad weather, but terrible weather. 

COULDN’T HAVE PICKED WORSE WEATHER. 

If we had waited for days trying to pick particularly bad weather, 
we could have encountered anything else. 

We have not reached Paris, it is true, but I do not believe our flight 
is in any way a failure. I know it has done a great deal more than 
can at the present time be estimated. It has demonstrated beyond all 
debate that it is possible to fly a heavy plane 3,000 or 4,000 miles 
without stopping, despite all the blinding obstacles, dense fog and blind- 
ing rains can lay in the way. 

We haven’t had much sleep yet. As a maiter of fact all of us are 
too keyed up to think much about sleeping yet, so if I wander a bit in 
telling you of the flight, you ean say that that is the reason. I believe 
that right now you would rather know more about what happened when 
we got over France. 


CAUGHT IN THICK, GAGGING MISTS. 

We were blind men in the air. That is the whole story. 

We were up there in those.thick, gagging mists. The rain was slash- 
ing against the cabin, blurring the windows and blotting out every- 
thing, and our fuel was fading away—four more hours of fuel, then 
three more—and we couldn’t see a thing. 

Just before we hit the water we were absolutely as blind as if we were 
born blind. You can well understand why when you realize we had 
missed Paris and that we had sent out an S OS call. I believe that 
SOS we sent last night was the first ever sent in the history of aviation, 
at least from an airplane. 

We saw very little of the continent last night and this morning. 
Something had gone wrong with the compass, you see. Even though 
we had made a surprisingly accurate line along the French coast, we 
had set another course in our try for Paris. 


THEN THE WORST PART BEGAN 


Then the worst part of the whole trip began. Certainly none of us 
imagined beforehand that we could actually reach France and then 
be worse off than in midocean. But as we plowed hour after hour 
into the murky banks ahead, never finding an opening where we couid 
descend and rarely seeing any lights at all, we all of us realized that if 
we didn’t get a break soon, it might be pretty bad. 

Twice, as near as we could judge while circling around through those 
Hh fog banks or driving sheets of rain, we were somewhere near 

aris. The first time, I remember, it was about 10 o’clock when we 
estimated that if we could only cut down through, we might find our- 
selves close: to our destination. 

Then about midnight we thought we were in about the same position, 
but both times we couldn’t even see a flicker of light below. 
down lower meant courting a crash. 


LIKE STUMBLING AROUND IN DARK. 


There was nothing to do except circle again like men stumbling 
ahead in the pitch black night, because we couldn’t do otherwise. 

This. for three or four hours, and by 3 o’clock this morning there 
wasn’t much fue! left. 

It had to be decided soon. 

We had been up in the air for more than 41 hours, and it was just 
before 3:30 this morning when Commander Byrd turned the nose of the 
America toward—we didn’t know what; then with his rare judgment 
we splashed our practically fuelless ship into the very eastern edge of 
the channel.

MAIL SACK IS SALVED

May Have Flown Near Paris, 
Says Commander, but He 
Is Not Certain, 


Ver-sur-Mer, France, July 1 (By™ 
P.).—This tiny seaside village of NG® 
mandy sprang into world-wide fame to- 
day because it marked the end of as 
romantically adventurous and hazard- 
Ous a trail as ever was cut through the 
aif.in the history of aviation. 

Commander Richard Evelyn Byrd and 
his three companions in scientific aeri- 
al adventure were compelled to land 
here at 3:30 o’clock this morning 
(French standard time), bringing their 
great transatlantic monoplane America 
down out of a pitch-black rainy night 
onto the shore line in water which they 
could not see. 

The machine, in which they had 1] 
Roosevelt Field, N. Y., 42 hours et 
was badly damaged in striking the 
water and was quickly flooded up to 
the aviators’ shoulders. 

Shaken up and bruised, the four air- 
men—Byrd, Lieut. George O. Noville, 
Bert Acosta and Lieut. Berndt Bal- 
chen—quickly pumped up the pneu- 
matic air raft carried for such an emer- 
gency and made their way to shore, 200 
yards distant. 

Tonight their three-motored plane 
rested on the beach like a stormebat- 
tered bird, its landing gear torn away, | 
its wings badly damaged and every- 
thing about it soaked from lying in the 
water most of the day 


Men Take Needed Rest. 

The brave four, terribly fatigued—~— 
having had only a few hours’ sleep 
since the end of their trip—enjoyed the 
comfort of untrammeled rest at Caen, 
capital of the Department of Calvados, 
as the guests of that city. It was de- 
cided that they should not be forced ’ 
to undergo the rigors of the reception 
|awaiting them in Paris before having 
at least one good night's sleep. 

The successful landing here—suc- 
cessful in that the crew miraculously 
escaped injury—brought an end to long 
hours of circling over France in the 
blackness of a rainy night, with com- 
pass out of order, fuel tanks draining 
fast, and visibility so poor that any 
attempt to land was almost suicidal, 

The America, which was meant’ to 
land at Le Bourget Field, Paris, and 
then go back to the Wnited States in 
the first round trip fl#&ht between New 
York and the French capital, did her 
part nobly, and so did the men who 
steered her through the long hours 
fog, rain and darkness. i 

It was the failure of their compass 
to do its part after the French coast 
had been reached, at Cape Finisterre, 
that made it impossible for them to 
logate their goal and caused them to 
wander about until only a few gallons » 
of fuel sloshed in the great tanks. 

Could Not Set Course. 

There was no chance for them to set 
a course and keep it, nor opportunity 
in the circumstances to know where 
they were. A dismal, blinding rain beat 
down upon them, and they could see 
no land, no lights—nothing but a sky 
of inky black. 

Except for the mechanical accident 
of the compass ceasing to function, 
Commander Byrd has no doubt but 
that he would have achieved his goal 
before midnight last night. The mo- 
tors functioned perfectly during the 
whole trip—through fog, rain and wind; 
over land and sea. 
The airmen were nineteen hours in 
crossing the Atlantic, but not once did 
they catch a glimpse of the water, 60 
dense was the fog through which they 
flew; nor could they during those hours 
see the sky or anything except their 
plane, and sometimes the mist was so 
thick that their eyes could pierce it no 
farther than the ends of the wings. 
A correspondent for the Associated 
Press, who flew here from Paris as soon 
as news of the landing became known, 
asked Commander Byrd whether he was 
satisfied from experience that com- 
mercial transa@lantic aviation was feas- 
ible. 

Flier Is Disappointed. 
“It is possible,” the commander re- 
plied. “It will surely come, but it will 
come slowly, for it is all a matter of 
evolution. 
“I haven’t any doubt that we would 
have reached Paris had it not been for 
the behavior of the compass, due to 
some local affection. Perhaps it was 
something in the plane with magnetic 
qualities that threw the needle‘ off.” 
The North Pole hero was dead tired 
from his three sleepless nights. He 
accepted in modest fashion the con- 
gratulations showered on him and.

Berlin, July 1 (By A. P.).—The Ger- 
man press generally views Commander 
Richard E. Byrd’s fiight with warm 
sympathy and considers it a note- 
worthy contribution to the science of 
transatlantic aerial navigation. So 
eager were German newspaper editors 
to get all the latest news of the flight 
that their papers appeared on the 
streets almost an hour later than usual 

“Commander Byrd’s flight differs 
from its predecessors in that it fur- 
nishes a noteworthy basis for later reg- 
ular intercontinental commercial serv- 
ice,”” says the Vossische Zeitung, which 
expresses the opinion that the transat- 
lantic route by way of the Azores and 
Bermudas may prove the best. 

The Lokal Anzeiger quotes Capt. Boy- 
kow, well-known aerial expert, as say- 
ing that insufficient navigating equip- 
ment was responsible for Commander 
Byrd’s inability to find Paris. “The les- 
son to be drawn from Chamberlin’s as 
well as Byrd’s flights is that so far as 


motors and flying technique are con- 
cerned, the problem has been solved ex- 


| cellently, but not as regards the science 


of navigation,” the captain was quoted 
as saying. “It is here that nev’ efforts 
must be made.” 

The Deutsche Allegemeine Zeitung 
says “Commander Byrd’s mishap casts 
a strong light on the difficulties of 
orientation.

Porter Adams, president of the as- 
sociation, declared that the association 
will tackle the problem at once and 
will endeavor to meet “any require- 
ments, either financially or otherwise,” 
necessary for success. 

Mr. Adams announced that he had 
“learned with great regret of the ac- 
tion of certain Washington business 
organization in their express lack of 
interest in securing the air mail for 
Washington and obtaining a tempo- 


|'rary airport for its use.” 


Officials Astonished. 


Mr. Adams and John F. Victory, of 
the national legislative committee of 
the association, yesterday called on 
Maj. W. E. R. Covell, assistant engineer 
commissioner, who is in charge of air- 
port activities, and told him the asso- 
ciation would take up the air mail 
and airport campaign. 

The refusal of local business inter- 
ests to support any airport project 
which . involved an expendi‘ure of 
money brought expressions of astonish- 
ment from high government officials, 
who seemed to have arrived at the be- 
lief that local interests were going 
ahead with plans to fulfill the condi- 
tions under which Bolling Field was 
offered for the air mail by the War De- 
partment. 

W. Irving Glover, Second Assistant 
Postmaster General, said: 

“When I picked up the paper and 
read the headline, I thought at first 
that it was a joke. But when I had 
finished reading the article you could 
have knocked me over with a feather. 
It hardly seemed real. 

Village Wants Stop. 

“The position taken by local interests 
is absolutely without precedent in any 
city in the United States. Just today 
we received a communication from a 
town of 7,500 population in Idaho re- 
questing a place on the air mail and 
announcing that all provisions would 
be made by the town. 

“This is the spirit shown everywhere. 
People are awake to the advantages of 
commercial aviation, and it is consid- 
ered. in a matter-of-fact light that 


/municipal airports must be provided.” 


Mr. Glover said that the policy of the 
department was unchanged. August 1 
is the last day on which Washington 
can be considered as a possible stop on 
the air mail line between New York and 
Atlanta. If the facilities for the. air 
mail planes are not definitely assured 
by then, Baltimore will be given the 
stop. 


Conference Tuesday. 


William P. MacCracken, jr., Assistant 
Secretary of Commerce for aeronautics, 
said yesterday that the time limit 
should be set at two weeks. However, 
it can not be extended ‘beyond August 
1, he said. The Commerce Department 
will have to know whether to light and 
establish emergency landing fields in 
a route from Philadelphia » Washing- 
ton, and from Washington to Rich- 
mond, or from Philadelphia to Balti- 
more, and from Baltimore to Richmond.

But Commander Byrd, by sensing the locality of the channel, and 
steering us toward it to land on the water, saved all of our lives. As the 
America hit the water the weight of her motors pulled her under the 
surface. But our buoyancy tanks took us up again. The cabin 
flooded and we were drenched, but we came up. 

We jumped clear of the plane into the sea. Luckily we were quite 
near shore. The first thing Commander Byrd thought of was the United 
States mail bag and the piece of the original flag made by Betsy Ross 
which was being sent by Rodman Wanamaker as a gift to the President 
of France. He brought them ashore with him. 

Once ashore we congratulated ourselves on such a fortunate escape. 
We were soaked to the skin, and began to wonder where we might find 
a house ortown. We started along the barren beach and first we saw a 
small French boy on a bicycle. He took one look at us, then pedaled 
away as if his life depended upon it. 

We continued down the shore and discovered a village which we after- 
ward learned was Ver-sur-Mer. It is no wonder from our appearance 
that the hotels refused to take us in. They knew nothing of who we 
were or where we came from. 
—but mighty glad to be alive. 

After that the first man we saw was a lighthouse keeper. It happens 
that my father is French and came from Luneville, although he had 
been a New Yorker for many years. Therefore, I speak the language, 
though with difficulty, and managed to make the keeper understand 
what had happened and who we were. .

Cables of congratula- 
tions were sent by the heads of nearly 
all of the government departments to 
the flight. commander and his crew. 

A message of congratulations from 
President Coolidge was cabled yesterday 
by the State Department. The mes- 
sage read; “I send you my sincerest 
congratulations on your successful 
flight across the Atlantic. I have fol- 
lowed your distinguished and courage- 
ous career in aerial navigation with in- 
terest and admiration. Your flight to 
the North Pole proved the effective- 
ness of the airplane in adding to the 
scientific knowledge of the unexplored 
surface of the world and I am sure that 
your present flight will notably ad- 
vance our knowledge of the conditions 
which must be met and conquered to 
make transatlantic aerial navigation 
commercially practicable and safe.” 


Navy Enthusiastic. 
Byrd's flight was commended enthu- 


| siastically by Navy officials. 


Secretary Wilbur in commenting on 
the flight paid high tribute -to the 
knowledge and skill of Commander 
Byrd, as well as his courage. He ex- 
pressed his belief that Byrd would be 
able to give minute description of his 
flight when he had rested a_ while, 
even if the records in the plane had 
been destroyed in the wrecking. The 
Secretary said that he believed that 
Byrd had landed deliberately in the 
water when he found that a landing 
on the earth would likely be fatal to 
all of the crew. 

Assistant Secretary Warner said that 
no single flight can make an advance 
for commercial aviation, but that every 
flight means just one less to be made 
before commercial transatlantic flights 
can be made.

Motors Virtually Standardized 
and Designers Turn to 
Body and Cockpit. 


BAGGAGE AND GUESTS 
PROVIDED WITH ROOM 


Inclosed Cabins Are Features 
of Six Machines Taking 
Part in Tour. 


New York, July 1 (By A. P.).—Com- 
mercial aviation in the United States 
now is pointing toward the develop- 
ment of the comfort and physical ap- 
pearance of the ships. 

A staff reporter for the Associated 
Press, who rode for three days in one 
of the planes making the third na- 


tional air tour, learned that airplane 
construction in the immediate future 
will likely be in the direction of im- 
proving design and bodies. 

With engines virtually standardized, 
designers and builders have been con- 
centrating during the past year or two 
on fuselage, wings and cockpit, striving 
always for greater efficiency of per- 
formance, and it is believed that com- 
ing improvements will be along the 
same line. 

Many experts with the tour assert 
that the monoplane is in the ascend- 
ancy’ because of its simplicity, and 
that this type will succeed the biplane. 
Some predict that the airplane of the 
future will be a monoplane that will 
carry cockpit and motors in its wings, 
where the modern ship stores its gaso- 
line. Such a design would eliminate 
the fuselage and perhaps the tail. 


Pride Shown by Builders. 


The plane of the present is regarded 
with pride by its builders not only be- 
cause of its relative safety but for the 
workmanship that is being expended 
upon it. Care is taken to make trim 


jobs, and attention is being paid to 
construction details that were neglected 
while designers were chiefly interested 
in the efficiency of motors. In other 
words, the airplane having come to 
stay has decided to make itself as pre- 
sentable as possible, just as did the 
automobile. 

Thousands of people who are seeing 
the fourteen planes now making the 
third national air tour express sur- 
prise at the comfort with which pilots 
and passengers whizz through the air 
Six of the planes in the flotilla have 
inclosed cabins atcommodating 46 
many as eight persons. Space is pro- 
vided for the operating crew, for bag- 
gage and for the’ guests, who sit in 
comfortable wicker chairs and view the 
scenery through heavy plate-glass win- 
dows. 

The coming of the cabin has also ef- 
fected a change in the wardrobe of both 
pilot and passenger. It is now possible 
to ride in an airplane without being 
burdened with windbreaker, helmet or 
even goggles. Business clothes are the 
rule.

Courage of the Four Aviators

Paris, July 1 (By A. P.).—Battered 
by storm and blinded by fog,- with 
compass out of order and out of gaso- 
‘line, the giant transatlantic monoplane 
of Commander Richard E. Byrd sped 
swiftly to the sea at Ver-sur-Mer on 
the coast of Normandy early this 
morning, valiantly completing its great 
transatlantic hop, but 175 miles west 
of its goal, Paris. 

Today the great plane that had served 
them so well was dragged from the sea by 
. fishermen and naval men from the 
port of Cherbourg, under the direction 
sof two of the crew of the America. 
The engines were demounted and care- 
fully gone over, while every piece of 
equipment that could be saved was 
stowed away. 

Will Not Fly Baack. 

Commander Byrd was hopeful that 
the plane could be completely restored 
to use. Byrd said that he would like 
to fly to Paris from Ver-sur-Mer, but 
that he had no idea of returning to 
New York by air, even if the plane 
were in condition to make the journey. 

Despite the failure of the America to 
reach Paris, two things stood out to- 
, might: The first was that if Com- 
mander Byrd’s calculations are correct, 
the America covered a distance of 
4,200 miles, or 295 miles farther than 
Clarence D. Chamberlin and Charles A. 
Levine covered on their flight to Ger- 
many, which was the record for 8 
nonstop flight. 

The second was the great skill dis-| 
played by the aviators in navigating 
the Atlantic in such weather as would 
have forced the captains of even the 
reatest liners to reduce speed and to 
Tose their way through the fog. Only 
,at rare intervals did they catch. a 
" glimpse of the threatening ocean below 
them through the fog and clouds. Yet 
they reached the coast of France in 
safety and only lost their way when |

Clothing Is Drenched. 


All their clothing and everything 
else they had with them was drenched, 
and most of it ruined. They had to 
borrow clothes in which to attend a 
ceremony in their honor, staged in the 
village’s little hall, usually reserved for 
fetes. 

The weather was atrocious all day, 
rain pouring from a cold, gray sky. It 
was weather to make a disappointed, 
man feel even bluer than he might 
otherwise be.

The compass failed 
them some time after they had sighted 
Cape Finisterre. 

Several hours later, when they ex- 
pected to be over Paris, they found 
themselves above an amusement park 
near the sea, just where, they do not 
know. Again they set a course, hoping 
to reach Le Bourget, and kept going 
until their gasoline was-startlingly low. 
But with the bad compass and the 
frightful weather there was no way of 
keeping the course or of knowing their 
whereabouts. 


Sought Out a Beach. 


Fearing to make a flying landing 
on the ground, bringing harm to his 
companions and perhaps to some one 


| below, Commander Byrd sought a beach. 


Catching a glimpse of the revolving 
beam of a lighthouse, the plane was 
started downward. Commander Byrd’s 
account of the landing is laconic. 

“We had no choice but to seek a 
landing,” he said. “I sent down a flare 
and then followed with the plane.” 

The America landed in the water. The 
shock tore off the landing gear and 
within a second or two the cabin was 
flooded, 

“It was not any contact with the 


sand that tore sis the landing gear,” 
Commander Byrd explained. “but th 
force of the water against it. 
can be just as hard as cement for an 
airplane.” 

The aviators clambered out quickly, 
swam a little and grasped the upper 
edge of the wing. Then they pulled 
out the rubber air raft, inflated it with 
some difficulty and paddled ashore. In 
the crash, each of the filers received a 
bad shaking up, and all suffered a lit- 
tle bit—though not talking. about it— 
from the shock. Noville hurt his leg 
and limped somewhat this afternoon. 


Hunt Sheffe? in Vain. 


For more than an hour after they 
reached the shore Byrd and his com- 
panions looked unavailingly for shel- 
ter. The village was partly awake, due 
to the drone of the plane’s motors and 
the crash of the machine striking the 
water, but it was pitch dark and rain- 
ing, and, in the absence of any lights 
to show the whereabouts of the air- 
men, it was some time before the vil- 
lagers located them. 

Byrd and Noville were taken to the 
home of the mayor for a much-needed 
sleep, while Acosta and Balchen were 
the guests of the lighthouse keeper. 

Among those who greeted the aviators 
on the beach was a native New Yorker, 
Mme. Estella de Jangh Tanuge wife of 
a Frenchman. She has lived in Paris 
since her husband came to France in 
1914 to join the French troops. She 
arrived here only a few days ago for a 
holiday, and probably was the only Eng- 
lish- -speaking person about the village 
when the fliers came down 

Shortly after they awoke this: after- 
noon, the fliers were given a formal re- 
ception by the village, with music and 
speechmaking. It was a brave show, in 
a of the rain, which continued to 
all. 

4,200 Miles is Estimate, 


During the afternoon the plane was 
inspected and it was found that the tail 
had dropped off and that the motors 
were hanging from the wings. Admiral 
Demaugy, naval commander at Cher- 
bourg, ordered officers here at the dis- 
posal of Commander Byrd, with instruc- 
tions to take any steps necessary toward 
salvaging the America. 

Speaking to the newspapermen who 
had flown from Paris, Commander Byrd 
estimated that he had covered 4.200 
miles in the 42 hours of flying. He de- 
scribed the passage over the Atlantic 
in the impenetrable fog as a “terrifying 
experience.”

AADIO ALTIMETER NEED 
ONOWN BY BYRD PLIGHT 


Airman Must Know Height to 


Land, Even if He Can 
See Field. 


In the absence of definite advices as 
to what happened to the America’s 
radio in the last hours, whether it had 
been tossed overboard, whether Lieut. 
G. O. Noville was too busy with more 


pressing matters to operate it, or 
whether the set had ceased to func- 
tion because of battery or other trou- 
ble, Malcolm P. Hanson, of the Naval 
Research Laboratory, who along with 
L. A. Hyland designed "®ommander 
Byrd's set, said the heavy static con- 
ditions which usually accompany low 
visibility had evidently greatly com- 
plicated the situation. 

“Both the British and the French 
have an extensive system of ground 
radio direction finding stations by 
which a plane may be given its exact 
position by radio,” Mr. Hanson said. 
“From newspaper reports I gather that. 
bad static conditions, in addition to 
the rainstorm, made this system of lit- 
tle value to Commander Byrd. 

“Nevertheless, if there had been a 
powerful radio beacon at Le Bourget 
Field the America would simply have 
had to listen and been led right into 
it. This is the type of beacon which

And here in 
the future he may be aided by a radio 
altimeter. The Bureau of Standards is 
working on both of these devices with 
a@ possibility of their succesful de- 
velopment. With such devices they 
will be able to land safely in any kind 
of weather, in times to come, where 
Byrd couldn’t do it yesterday. 

“The main lesson of the flight is that 
it points out to us the lines valong| 
which we need iurther development 
If nothing else has been gained than 
to show the advantages of radio under 
such conditions, it may result in a 
great scientific advancement.”

Taking avia- 
tors back to Paris tonight. All un- 
harmed. Hope to save airplane.” 

Capt. Scott is military attache to the 
American Embassy in Paris, Capt. 
Knecht was in charge of the French 
intelligence service in the United States 
during the World War, and Dr. Bain- 
bridge is believed to be a physician. 


Wanamaker Sends Greetings. 


Mr. Wanamaker, sponsor of the trans- 
atlantic flight of the America, cabled 
greetings to members of the crew today. 

In a message addressed to Command- 
er Byrd, Bert Acosta and Lieut. Noville 
and Balchen, he said: 

“I send greetings, with the deepest 
gratefulness to Providence that you 
have been given the privilege to bring 
to France the good heart and welcome 
spirit of all America.”

A contract for 54 air rafts such as

The Navy Department has been ad- 
vised that the transmitter on the 
America, operating on 690 meters, es- 
tablished a 1,000-mile daylight range 
in communicating with its hangar at 
Roosevelt Field, and a range of 1,600 
miles in reaching the station of the 
Radio Corporation of America at Chat- 
ham, Mass. This radius was fully up 
to the secret expectations of Com- 
mander Byrd, authorities said. 

The results accomplished by the 
America are the most astounding ex- 
ample of the breakdown of individual 
isolation in the history of communica- 
tion, said Dr. Alfreti N. Goldsmith, chief 
broadcasting engineer of the Radio Cor- 
poration of America. 

“There is inspiration in the thought 
that four men in the wilderness of fog, 
high over the center of the Atlantic 
Ocean, were in closer touch with the 
population of two continents than if 
they had been standing at the busiest 
crossroads of a metropolis,” he _ said. 
“The public acceptance of transoceanic 
airplane travel will be greatly stimu- 
lated because of such an outstanding 
accomplishment.” 


Give Sense of Security. . 


“These signals and messages have 
given us all a sense of comfort and 
security in the safety of Byrd’s ex- 
pedition through the long hours which 
would otherwise have been filled with 
doubt and misgiving,” commented Dr. 
Lee DeForest, electrical inventor. 

The complete radio installation 
aboard the America weighed 115 pounds. 
A 24-pound transmitter, a modification 
of the standard naval aircraft set, de- 
livered power of 150 watts into the 450 
foot trailing antennae of the craft. 

The WTW signal was sent automati- 
cally at the rate of about 10 calls each 
minute. By turning a switch, Lieut. 
George Noville, radio operator, was able 
to receive—either in code or by tele- 
phone. 


Only 3 ATT Miles Count 
On Byrd’s Historic Hop 


(By the Associated Press.) 


Commander Richard E. Byrd was 
credited yesterday in figures compiled 
by the Geological Survey with cover- 
ing a distance of 3,477 miles, the air 
line distance between Roosevelt Field, 
New York, and the village of Ver-sur- 
Mer, France.

Geographic Society Describes 
Forbidding Coast on Which 
Byrd Came Down. 


HISTORY IS MADE THERE 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Byrd’s landing place was far from a 
good one, being dotted with rocks and 
reefs a short distance from the shore, 
with a rough beach composed of a mix- 
ture of pebbles and sand, the National 
Geographic Society announced yes- 
terday in a descriptive bulletin of that 
section of the French coast. 

The aviator might well have para- 
phrased another famous greeting when 
he landed, and said, “Champlain, we 
are here,” the society said, because it 
was from Honfleur, on this coast, that 
Champlain in 1607 set out for his 
famous voyage to North America. 

“The department of Normandy in 
which Ver lies is known as Calvados, a 
Spanish name which seemingly ill fits 
its French surroundings. The name is 
said to have originated by the wreck- 
ing of one of the ships of the Spanish 
Armada. The terrible Calvados rocks 
which have taken a long and heavy toll 
of shipping lie some 7 miles off shore 
to the west of Ver. 

“Ver is really a small village a mile 
inland from the coast. The place of 
landing is known as Place de Ver-sur- 
Mer, which means ‘the Beach of Ver 
by the Seas.’ 

“Curiously, after flying over France 
in the fog and storms, Byrd finally 
landed along the same coast where he 
had planned to enter the country on 
his flight toward Paris. For atong it 
also lies Trouville, the lighthouse of 
which was the French mainland land- 
mark which Byrd had picked. Lind- 
bergh also entered France at Trouville. 

“Ver-sur-Mer lies among a long trail 
of resorts along this section—resorts 
where many other Americans than the 
tliers have headed each summer. These 
resorts include the famous Deauville. 
One may touch all of them in an after- 
noon’s drive. Most visitors to Deau- 
ville, however, would push no farther 
eastward than Houlgate, in the vicinity 
of which the famous walk called ‘The 
Desert,’ leads through a valley of Les 
Vaches Noires, famed for iis picturesque 
scenery.’ 


INSTRUMENTS ABOARD 
AMERICA ALL SALVED 


Flag for French President 
Also Taken Ashore by 
Capt Hamburger. 


Cherbourg, France, July 1 (By A. P.). 
The flag carried over the ocean for 
President Doumergue, as well as Com- 
mander Byrd’s North Pole flag and the 
Lindbergh souvenir, taken as a mascot 
by Commander Byrd, are safe, together 
with all the navigating instruments of 
the Byrd plane.

BYRD MECHANIC HERE 
DOUBTS PLANE WRECK 


Believes America Can Be 
Quickly Repaired. 


Emphatic in his praise of Com- 
mander Byrd, E. J. Demas, member of 
the America’s mechanic staff, who 
cranked two of the huge plane’s en- 
gines prior to its take-off Wednesday 
morning from Roosevelt Field, yester- 


day discussed the flight at his home, 
2308 Ontario road northwest. 

Demas expressed regret that weather 
conditions had so little favored the 
giant Fokker and its crew, but was 
happy in the knowledge that the four 
fliers had completed the trip without 
injury. He declared it unlikely that 
the plane was badly damaged if it 
landed upon the sea, maintaining that 
whatever injuries it sustained could be 
easily repaired at the Fokker plant in 
Holland. 

As Byrd’s 42-hour gasoline supply 
was reported to have lasted 43 hours, 
Demas suggested that the flight com- 
mander must have cut off two of his 
motors at the last, depending upon 
one to keep them aloft. He said that 
the plane was made ready to leave 
Roosevelt Field just two and a half 
hours after orders were given. 

Demas, a Greek, accompanied Byrd 
as a mechanic on his Arctic trip, re- 
maining at the Spitzbergen base when 
the North Pole flight was made. He 
came to his home here in preparation 
to taking out final citizenship papers 
Tuesday.

Caen, France, July 1 (By A. P.).—

ca by wireless during the plane’s wan- 
derings over France last night. 

He did, in effect, send out an S O86 
at 1:45 a. m. in hope that a plane

Treasury Heads Explain Why 
Coffers Are Not Likely to, 
Be So Full Again. 


F (By the Associated Press.) 

Taking stock of the Government's 
finances as a new fiscal year began yes- 
terday, Treasury officials figured out 
that a surplus of $635,809,921 was 
amassed during the last twelve moriths. 

Practically all of this amount—$611,- 
000,000, to be exact—already has been 
applied to reduction of the public debt 
and retirement of obligations. 

As a result, no part of the surplus, 
which was the greatest for any fiscal 
year in history, will be available for 
tax reduction. On the other hand, the 
surplus for the current year probably 
will be used to that end, and Treasury 
officials, who usually are conservativé 
in their estimates, predicted $300, 
000,000. 


6 Debt Is Shrunk. 


During the business year ended Thurs- 
day midnight, total ordinary receipts of 
the Federal Government -amounted 
9 $4,129,394,441, and expenditures 

argeable against such receipts were 
P3,493 584,519, 

The public debt at the close of bus- 
iness Thursday totaled $18,511,906,931, 
having been reduced during the year 
the second largest 
scaling down of the debt in one year 
on record. 

More than half of the surplus for 
the last fiscal year, Treasury officials 
said, was due to receipts on account of 
disposals of capital assets, back tax col- 
lections in excess of refunds and other 
items which are regarded as of a fast- 
disappearing and nonrecurring char- 
acter. 


Important Financing Ahead. 


“It will be apparent, therefore,” 
Acting Secretary MiNs declared, “that, 
without these special and nonrecurring 
items which aggregate $370,000,000, the 
surplus would have been about $2665,- 
000,000, of which a considerable part 1s 


to be attributed to decrease in expen- 
diture, some of which represents a post- 
ponement rather than actual savings.” 

Retirement of the Second Liberty 
Loan issues in November will be one 
of the important features of refinanc- 
ing during the coming year. These 
bonds, of which $1,276,000,000 are out- 
standing, have been called and are pay- 
able on that date. The question of rati- 
fication of the Mellon-Berenger debt- 
funding agreement also is one. of the 
factors entering into fiscal operations 
next year.

London, July 1 (By A. P.).—A Dally 
Mail dispatch from Peking reports that 
Shantungese troops by a surprise coun- 
ter-attack against the Southerners (Na- 


tionalists) recaptured Lincheng Sung, 
in southern Shantung province, after 
severe fighting, and occupied impor- 
tant positions in the neighboring dis- 
trict.

Briton Visits Chiang. 


Shanghai, July 1 (By A. P.)-—Com- 
mander H. G. Stephens, of ‘the British 
light cruiser Dragon, at Nanking, has 
made a call on Gen. Chiang Kai-shek, 
military leader of the Moderate Na- 
tionalist government at Nanking. Com- 
mander Stephens was accompanied by 
his adjutant, and it is stated that Chi- 
ang Kai-shek will return the call, be- 
ing received on board the Dragon with 
military ‘honors as “commander in chief 
of the Chinese armies.” 

Commander Stephens’ call, coupled 
with the return of the Japanese Consul 
to Nanking yesterday, has caused feel- 
ing here that Great Britain ahd Japan 
are moving toward the establishment of 
official relations with the Nanking gov- 
ernment, and possibly recognition 

The only American official remainin 
at Nanking is said to be Vice Consu 
J. Howard Paxton, who is staying on 
board a United States gunboat. No 
action toward the resumption of Ameri- 
can consular activities at Nanking has 
been reported. 

United States Senator Hiram Bing- 
ham, leaving here today for the Philip- 
pines, declared it was of the utmost im- 
portance for the United States 19 es- 
tablish relations quickly with the Nank- 
ing administration. 

Reports of defections from the Han- 
kow (radical) Nationalist regime con- 
tinue to arrive. Chinese Communist 
leaders are said to be relinquishing of- 
fice and leaving. British naval advices 
say Russians are leaving Hankow, but 
no late account of the activities of 
Michael Borodin, Russian adviser to the 
Hankow regime, has been received. 

Cc. C. Wu, foreign minister of the 
Nanking government, declares union of 
the Hankow and Nanking administra- 
tions is likely in the event of the suc- 
cess of the military operations which 
both governments are conducting 
against tthe northern Chinese alliance. 


Bingham Urges U. 8. Move. 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

Shanghai, July 1.—Senator Hiram 
Bingham, of Connecticut, today cabled 
to President Coolidge urging that John 
K. Davis, United States Consul at Nan- 
king, who has been sojourning in 
Shanghai since the Nanking incident, 
be permitted to return to his post at 
Nanking immediately, owing to the 
fact that the Japanese and British are 
preparing to return their Nanking con- 
suls. The Japanese Consul, in fact, 
returned last week. Gen. Chiang Kai- 
Shek is said to be embarrassed by the 
delay of the American Consul in re- 
suming his post, 

The deadlock pertaining to Chinese 
representation in the international set- 
tlement rapidly is approaching a crisis, 
the Chinese declaring that a general 
strike demonstration of one day’s dura- 
tion will be held Sunday as a gesture 
to show their strength. Chinese tax- 
payers today published a long letter ad- 
dressed to the municipal council set- 
ting forth their grievances and enum- 
erated a long list of alleged suppres- 
sions, most of which were based on 
taxation without representation.

ARMY AIRMEN PRAISED

Reports in Wall street that M, Rist 
was a house guest at the country home 
of a New York banker and that some 
of the conferences would be held out- 
side the city, could not be confirmed. 

The duration of tho bankers’ stay in 
this country has not been made known, 
aside from unofficial declarations that 
they will probably be here for several 
weeks.

BUYING OF TESTIMONY

infatuation for Auto Sales- 
man Fictitious, She Asserts;

Los Angeles, Calif., July 1 (By A. P.). 
Lita Gray Chaplin today filed an an- 


swer in her divorce suit to the cross 
complaint of her screen comedy hus- 
band, Charlie Chaplin, denying all his 
allegations. She declared Chaplin’s 
charges were without foundation in 
fact and based principally on , hearsay. 

The first specific charge of improper 
association of Chaplin with an un- 
named woman, was made in Mrs. 
Chaplin's answer. 

The occasion, according to the actor’s 
wife, was in July, 1925, at about 10:30 
in the evening, in a bungalow owned 
by Chaplin on his Hollywood studio 
lot, Similar misconduct, she charged, 
had occurred at other times in the 
Chaplin Beverly Hills mansion and 
other places in southern California. ~ 

Answering the more _ sensational 
charges cf the film comedian's counter 
complaint, Mrs. Chaplin denied that 
during her marriage she ever had been 
“infatuated with any: man, in any 
sense other than as an innocent friend- 
ly preference.” 


Mentions Auto Salesman. 


After declaring that she was unable 
to answer specifically Chaplin’s charges 
that she was unduly friendly with a 
“certain young man” because she had 
no idea of the identity of this per- 
son, the actor’s wife made a similar 
denial of charges involving “an auto- 
mobile salesman.” 

Turning the charges into a counter 
attack upon her husband, she said he 
had cruelly accused. her of improper 
conduct with a man at’*a time when 
she was an expectant mother and ex- 
tremely ill. 

She said she knew several automo- 
bile salesmen, but that her friendship 
for all of them was entirely proper. 
Again she turned Chaplin’s charges 
against the film comedian, declaring 
that an automobile salesman whom she 
knew, recently was approached by per- 
sons claiming to represent Chaplin and 
accused of being too friendly with her. 


Testimony Asked, She Says. 


The salesman, she said in her an- 
swer, had been urged to make a writ- 
ten statement admitting improper con- 
duct with Mrs, Chaplin, and promised 
“material and favorable consideration” 
from Chaplin. 

“Virtually all of her (Mrs, Chaplin’s) 
acquaintances and those with whom 
she has come in almost any kind of 
personal contact during the last two 
years, even to Hawaiian Beach boys, of 
Honolulu, and oilers on the steamer 
City of Los Angeles, have been sought 
out by such persons (Chaplin's repre- 
sentatives) and offered financial re- 
ward or compensation for any evidence 
or information derogatory to or re- 
flecting upon Mrs. Chaplin,” read the 
answer. 

She denied that at any time had any 
men for a “considerable period” occu- 
pied “almost all of her time dancing in 
hotels, cafes and beach resorts.” 

She admitted she was fond of danc- 
ing, but insisted it was a “proper di- 
version’ 


Chaperoned by Mother. 


With the exception of one occasion, 
she declared, she had always been chap- 
eroned by her mother in her visits to 
dancing places. If she ever’ were out 
until 2 or 3 o’clock in the morning, it 
was a “rare occasion,” 

Mrs. Chaplin’s answer declared that 
at no time while living with the actor 
had she said, as he had charged, that 
she “did not wish to live with him any 
longer and that she wished to be di- 
vorced,” except on November 29,, 1926, 
when the couple separated, 

The only conversation regarding a di- 
vorce and financial arrangements was 
brought up by Chaplin, she said. He

WASHINGTON’S AIRPORT. 


Because of lukewarm interest in the ranks 
of loeal business men, the municipal airport 
project probably has been shoved far into the 
future.

Except for Senator James E. Watson, of 
Indiana, who has as yet made no open ex- 
pression of his opposition to the Chief Ex- 
the roll of honor guests includes 
nearly all of those who, either because they 
love the McNary-Haugen idea more or Presi- 
dent Coolidge less, will be intent on causing 
what embarrassment they may. 

Certainly, if the gathering is to be a rally. 
of McNary-Haugenites there is little that the 
President can say to them, as the cor- 
respondents indicate he will be asked to do. 
Administration views upon that measure were 
clearly and voluminously set forth more than 
three months ago. There has been neither 
cause nor. reason to believe that the President 
has changed his mind on the question since 
then, There has been no opportunity for the 
farmer to judge what effect the veto has had. 
Crops are still in the ground. The period of 
marketing, some months off yet, will be a 
better gauge of the condition of agriculture. 

The conference could, if it were so inclined, 
be of some assistance in suggesting measures, 
other than those found objectionable in the 
McNary-Haugen bill, by which the farmer 
might be assisted. The administration is at- 
tempting now to find a solution for the farm 
problem. Such a course would, however, 
hardly suit the purposes of those who seem 
destined to control the meeting. If the out- 
come of the conference may be judged by the 
sentiments of those who have inspired it the 
fundamental idea will be to do everything 
possible to combat any good impression Presi- 
dent Coolidge may have made in the West. 


CHERRY COMPETITION. 


Through an appea] of the cherry growers 
of the Pacific States for an increase in the 
duty on that fruit, which appeal was filed with 
the Tariff Commission a day or two ago, it is 
learned that 15,500,000 pounds of pitted 
cherries were imported into the United States 
from Italy in 1926. This is more than 30 
times the quantity imported in 1922. 

Pitted cherries are the basis of the con- 
fection used so largely in fruit salads, as 
well as in the manufacture of candies. The 
present duty is 2 cents a pound, and Repre- 
sentative Free, of California, speaking for the 
growers, urges that the commission report to 
the President that the present rate of duty is 
entirely inadequate as a protection against 
foreign imports. Of course, the California 
representative pointed out to the commission 
the difference between the cost of production 
in Europe and that in America, largely due 
to the lower wage rates prevailing in the 
Italian cherry district. 

At the request of the commercial attache 
of the Italian Embassy the question was post- 
poned in order to permit that gentleman to 
bring to the attention of the commission facts 
concerning the Italian industry, with which he 
hopes to refute the statement that the rate 
of wages paid in Italy is so low as to warrant 
an increase of the tariff. 


LIQUID STATE OF NEW YORK. 


Once again there has been a kaleidoscopic 
change in the office of the prohibition ad- 
ministrator for New York. Maj. Chester P. 
Mills has departed in wrath, and Maurice 
Campbell becomes the fourteenth man to at- 
tempt the task of drying up New York. Ac- 
cording to the mortality statistics compiled in 
the seven years of the Volstéad act, Mr. Camp- 
bell should be ready to pack up and leave in 
about six months. 

Granting that New York is indeed the major 
battle ground of prohibition, the drys have not 
as yet any decisive victory to their credit. No 
method of enforcement has served materially 
to reduce the number of speakeasies, ‘which 
are estimated at the rate of two in every block. 
Occasional outbursts have given prices a bullish 
tendency for a week or two, but citizens and 
visitors have only to know what they want 
in order to get it. 

The situation, naturally, has irritated the 
Antisaloon League, which has promised at 
frequent intervals since 1920 that New York 
would rival the Sahara in the very near future. 
Arrangements to herald the transformation 
have been upset on more than one occasion 
by the discovery of new sources of supply. Un- 
able to find any other reason for New York’s 
liquid state which appeals to it, the league 
now insists that enforcement in that city is a 
mere political gesture. Officials of the ad- 
ministration have been accused of trading a 
dry New York State for a wet New York City, 
and the demand that every bunghole and 
bottleneck be stopped has been renewed. 

It is true that prohibition has never been 
enforced in New York and that no real effort 
‘to do so has ever been made. Less rabid 
supporters of prohibition have made mention 
once or twice of the difficulty of restraining 
the impulses of several million: persons with 
a force of a few hundred men. There {fs no 
record that any one but Hercules was capable 
of carrying out his labors, but the prohibi- 
tionists must be looking for his reincarnation. 


UNSCRAMBLING FARM MORTGAGES. 


Considered opinion has placed much of the 
blame for agricultural depression in the North- 


. west on the deflation in land values since the 


war. Farmers, generally, acquired increased 
holdings at the time when they were making 
huge profits. They gave mortgages to raise 
money to buy more lands at swollen prices, 
and banks ‘in the agricultural regions were 
left holding the bag. The results were 
“frozen” assets, stoppage of the free flow of 
capital and the demand for some form of gov- 
ernmental aid or relief on the part of the 
farming country, ‘

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An opportunity now exists to test the truth 
of this contention. .Officials of Minnesota,

The task of the conference.is to interest 
Eastern capital in this venture. The available 
supply of investment money is great. The 
Federal Farm Loan Bureau and other govern- 
mental agencies have testified to the soundness 
of the security, and stated that the only prob- 
lem is to relieve the banks of the burden. If 
the Northwest finds the East ready to extend 
a helping hand at the coming conference, such 
a friendly gesture ought to do-much to erase 
the misunderstanding between these two sec- 
tions of the country, and diminish the agita- 
tion for paternalistic farm relief. 


BABE RUTH'S RIVAL. 


A king is tottering on his throne. George 
Herman Ruth, known more familiarly as the 
“Bustin’ Babe,” has a rival for home-run 
honors. Lou Gehrig, teammate of Ruth, and 
until this year only a minor star in baseball, 
threatens to leave the champion hitter far 
behind as the mightiest slugger in the game. 

Six years ago Ruth hit 59 home runs in the 
course of a single season. His achievement 
not only earned him. the largest salary ever 
paid a professional ball player, but established 
an entirely new theory .of batting. Yundreds 
of his colleagues changed theig offensive tac- 
tics, and an orgy of free swinging and long 
hitting began. 

No one was able to challenge Ruth until 
this year. Early in the baseball season there 
was every indication that the Yankee slugger 
intended to have another big year. He hit 
close to the pace which in 1921 carried him 
to his record achievement. Suddenly Gehrig, 
who previously had been far down the scale 
as a home-run hitter, neared the champion's 
total. Eventually he matched it, and now the 
two are racing neck and neck. Until the play- 
ing days are over it may not be said that Ruth 
has met his superior, but for the time being he 
faces an equal. The’ battle between the reign- 
ing monarch and the claimant will be the focal 
point of baseball interest, if it continues. 


A TARIFF JOKE. 


Granting that the American delegates to the 
International Chamber of Commerce are 
endowed with a sense of humor, a premise 
upon which events at Stockholm throw. some 
doubt, they must have had their tongues in 
their cheeks during consideration of the world 
tariff question. Representatives of a nation 
where industry is protected by an adequate 
tariff wall, the American delegates have played 
@ prominent part in the consideration and 
adoption of a resolution in which it was stated 
“that a time had come to put an end to an 
increase in tariffs and to move in the opposite 
direction.” 

Cabled reports of the proceeding say that 
the resolution was a modification of the view 
which the Americans favored originally, and 
that it was their idea that an even more 
definite pronouncement should be made against 
the existence of “trade barriers.” How these 
delegates, whose presence at Stockholm is due 
to one of the backdoor entries that the’ United 
States has made into the activities of the 
League of Nations, square their position in 
Stockholm with the actualities at home 
develops an interesting explanation. 

One of the American representatives is 
quoted as saying that he and his associates 
were not necessarily bound by the resolution 
to recommend that the United States take 
steps to reduce its tariff rates. It was gen- 
erally understood, according to this clarifica- 
tion of the puzzling incident, that the action 
of the conference did not apply to America, 
which in itself represented a self-contained 
continent’ without trade barriers. 

Little wonder, then, that in another: para- 
graph it is reported that the resolution will 
have the “same efficacy as the pious resolu- 
tions of the former Hague conference on dis- 
armament.” This appears to be a generous 
statement of the case. It is nothing short of 
ridiculous for the United States, which will 
never abandon the tariff in some form, to be 
suggesting to the rest of the world that the 
barriers against our export trade should be 
reduced. If the resolution is nothing but a 
mass of platitudes never intended to go beyond 
the paper on which it was drawn it is a joke 
that only its authors can appreciate.

I can better understand the old-time 
methods, such as those employed by 
England and Spain in the days of the 
Spanish armada.

So long as nations continue to arm 
themselves for war and expect war, 
there is little use in talking about re- 
ducing their armaments. Each nation 
will naturally make itself invincible— 
or as invincible as possible—and will 
try to outwit the others, if not in one 
way, in another. Everyone must now 
realize that navies must take second 
‘place in the next war, that armadas of 
the air are of chief importance now. 
And all the great European powers are 
building airships and training fliers 
while they solemnly discuss reducing 
their navies, and balk and stall and 
argue about relative ratios. Nothing is 
said about airships—all avoid that im-

Goldberg mignt 
have beefi the architect. ~ But, “no, 
doubt, O’Neill was not bothered by ex- 
ternals when he produced some of his 
first brain children there. 

“He is a quiet, reticent person,” con- 
tinued Mr. Miller, “but generally well 
liked. I’ve been told he has enough 
material now to write thirty plays.”

NEXT 2 YEARS HELD 
VITAL TO NEAR EAST 


Will Determine Results of Re- 
ligious Work, Federation 
Report Says. 


The Rev. W. L. Darby, secretary of 
the Washington Federation of 
Churches, yesterday made public a 
statement from the committee on 
overseas religious education of the 
Near East Relief, which deals with the 
future of reliéf work. 

The committee, which is represent- 
ative of the severai American boards 
and organizations working in the Bible 
lands, the native churches and the 
recognized religious educational bodies 
in America, expresses the conviction 
that the next two years’ work in re- 
ligious training for the orphans is most 
essential for the fruition of hopes for 
religious leadership in the new Near 
East. 

The overseas moral and religious 
training is excellently planned, the 
statement says, and must be adequate- 
ly supported. Also that while the Near 
East Relief is looking forward quite 
definitely to the termination of its 
services in a reasonable period of years, 
any tendency to cut off its income 
more rapidly than. the orphans can 
be cared for must be guarded against 
and that the Christian forces‘of Amer- 
ica can not afford to withdraw sup- 
port until a fair number of orphans 
have been prepared to make their con- 
tributions to their native churches and 
countries. 


Midnight Is Deadline 
For War Insurance 


Today is the final day for the World 
War veteran to reinstate his Govern- 
ment insurance, and the law of Con- 
gress providing for the reinstatement, 
sets midnight as the zero hour. The 
regional office of the Veterans’ Bureau 
and the office of the American Legion 
rehabilitation. committee in the Bond 
Building announced they would stay 
open until the last minute to accommo- 
date the veterans. 

Capt. Watson B. Miller, chairman of 
the American Legion committee, de- 
clared that the largest number of vet- 
erans to come before the committee for 
reinstatement were handled last night 
when 89 appeared, their policies total- 
ing $486,000. The committee has han- 
dled 342 policies, aggregating $1,679,000 
in insurance.

Defense of the. Rev. A. E. Bary 
rows Carried Into Next Week 
‘After 6 Hours of Hearings. 


MINISTER ATTENDS TRIAL 


Six hours proved insufficient to com- 
plete the defense of the Rev. Alfred E. 
Barrows, pastor of the Eastern. Presby- 


terlan Church, last night before the 
judicial commission of the Washington 
Presbytery in the New York Avenue 
Présbyterian Church. The commission 
is conducting the trial of the pastor 
on accusations of conduct unbecoming 
a Minister made by members of his 
congregation. 

A score of witnesses, the majority of 
them women, who are understood to 
have offered strong character testimony, 
appeared before the judicial commis- 
sion in defense of their pastor. The 
trial is being conducted in the utmost 
secrecy and behind closed doors. Be- 
fore each witness is heard, an oath of 
secrecy is administered. 

The Rev. Wallace Radcliffe, chairman 
of the commission, who is responsible 
for thie secrecy attending the trial, re- 
peated his statement that “no news will 
be given to the newspapers until we 
have finished our work.” At the con- 
clusion of the early session, he declared 
he expected to finish the trial today, 
but following the night session he said 
testimony had not been completed and 
that session would be resumed next 
week, when a decision in the case is ex- 
pected. 

The sessions last night were the first 
held since Tuesday, when the opponents 
of the pastor are believed to have com- 
pleted their casé. The first session 
yesterday began at 4:30 o’clock and 
continued for two hours. The night 
session began at 7 o’clock and ad- 
journed shortly after 11 o’clock. 

The Rev. Mr. Barrows was present at 
both sessions. During the night he és- 
corted defense witnesses from the side- 
walk in front of the: church,. where 
groups collected, into the trial room. 
Alfred E. Calvert, 411 Eleventh street 
northeast, leader of the opposition fac- 
tion, was also present. 

The commission is composed of seven 
men and were appointed and empow- 
ered at a meeting of the Presbytery, 
governing body of the church, to try 
the case and make a final decision.

Pleads Guilty to Participating 
In Stealing of $2,750 


in Jewelry. 


Joseph Fried, New York gangster, 
who was a member of the bandit outfit 
which invaded the home of the late 
Mrs. Caroline C. Williams at 1227 Six- 
teenth street northwest on March 7 and 
escaped with $2,750 worth of jewelry. 
was sentenced to fifteen years in prison 
yesterday by Justice Hoehling in Crim- 
inal Court, following his plea of guilty 
to a charge of housebreaking and lar- 
ceny. According to the record presented 
to the court by Assistant District At- 
torney Walter M. Shea, the defendant 
has been sentenced at various times 
by the court of New York State to serve 
a total of 30 years and 10 months for 
thievery and carrying weapons. Justice 
Hoehling reminded Fried that if he 
were before a New York court instead 
of a local court the former would be 
compelled, under the Baumes law, to 
send hi to prison for life an as habitual 
offender. Fried and Joseph Davidoff 
were the only bandits caught, the other 
four being still at large. Davidoff now 
is serving a 30-year sentence imposed 
by the local courts.

TWO LABOR GROUPS SUED | - 
HINDERING WORK ALLEGED 


Company Says Strike Cer- 
tain, No Matter Whom 
~ It Employs. 


AN INJUNCTION IS SOUGHT 


An odd labor union dispute, which 
involves a firm employing union labor 
and two labor organizations, was pre- 
sented to the Equity Court - yesterday 
in an injunction suit filed by the 
Standard Art, Marble & Tile Co., Inc., 
of 334 C street northwest through its 
president, Raymond Ott. 

Aside from the questions usual in 
labor union disputes, the plaintiff or- 
ganization, in effect, asks the court to 
determine which of the warring factions 
should set artificial stone which is sold 
and handled by the corporation. 
According to the bill presented by 
Attorney Simon Fleishman, the Opera- 
tive Plasterers & Cement Finishers’ In- 
ternational Association of the United 
States and Canada and the local union 
96, which is named a defendant, con- 
tends that its members should set the 
stone and that if anyone else, whether 
union or non-union is allowed to set 
it, a general strike will result. On the 
other hand, the plaintiff says the Stone 
Masons’ Union No. 2, of the District 
of the Bricklayers and Masons and Plas- 
terers Union of America, also a defen- 
dant, contends that its members should 
set the stone and that if anyone else, 
whether union or non-union is allowed 
to set it a general strke will result. 

The plaintiff corporation says that it 
endeavored to complete its contracts by 
offering to employ members of both 
union organizations, but its suggestion 
was rejected flatly. 

The court is informed by the com- 
pany that in its judgment men who 


have been accustomed to setting natural 


stone logically would be the ones who 
should be engaged to set the artifical 
stone. 

The company complains that its work 
on the Thompson Dairy building at 2008 
Eleventh stréet northwest was inter- 
fered with after stone masons had been 
engaged. Agents of the plasterers and 
cements finishers organizations ap- 
peared and “pulled” their men off the 
job, it is charged. The -latter also 
threatened to call a strike and boycott 
the dairy concern. It is alleged that 
the. union organizations are terrorizing 
contractors, builders and owners to the 
extent that business has been damaged. 
The court is asked to enjoin the labor 
organizations from further alleged in-

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ILK is indeed a necessary sum- 

mer food, Mrs. P., but we de- 

feat our purpose if we consider 
it only a summer food rather than one 
that is necessary the year around. Our 
first purpose as a homemaker is to sup- 
ply our family, those persons dependent 
upon us for their well being, with the 
necessary food materials to keep their 
bodies in repair—and by repair I mean 
not the repair of a devastating illness, 
but the repair necer ted by our daily 
living and itsconr _udnt expenditure of 
energy. Certain foods are necessary just 
to keep our bodies operating as they 
are intended to operate, and milk is 
one of these foods. It is as nearly a 
whole food as we shall find, containing 
nearly all of the elements needed by 
the body for its work. Its analysis, 


should you be interested, shows that it 
contains 87 per cent water, 3.3. per 
cent protein, 4 per cent fat, 5 per cent 
milk sugar and 0.7 per cent mineral. 

Milk may be added to almost any 
menu successfully, although there are, 
to be sure, certain combinations of 
food where it is not advisable, but 
these are the exception rather than 
the rule. Our own sense of the fitness 
of things tells us not to combine milk 
With certain of the other foodstuffs, 
and we may, I think, be depended 
upon to make our decision as to its 
appropriateness without a list of the 
unsuitable combinations. 

Milk, butter, eggs and green vegeta- 
bles are the builders, and should fre- 
quent our menus. Red meats, on the 
contrary, should not be frequently 
served during the summer months, and 
it is well to omit meat or fish from our 
menu altogether with the exception of 
about two meals a week. For meat 
lovers this sounds forbidding, and it is 
forbidding, but it spells well being— 
which compensates for its hardships. 

We should each of us, to return to 
the milk subject, take at least a pint of 
uncooked milk, that is, fresh milk, 
each day. Children should have a 
quart of milk, and this may be given 
them between meals as well as with 
meals. To economize on a milk bill is 
the most pitiful form of economy, and 
a striking example of the thing which 
we term being penny wise and pound 
foolish, for the expenditure of pounds 
is so apt to come later—when we least 
expect it. 


Lamb is an attractive meat for our 
Sunday midday meal at this time of 
the yvear—when we wish to avoid ex- 
tensive heat in the oven for any length 
of time. We may purchase a leg of 
lamb and cook it with vegetables, suf- 
ficient vegetables, that is, for our din- 
ner rather than st enough to flavor 
the meat as it c@oks, and then reheat 
it just on the top of the stove in its 
covered cooker. For cooking lamb low 
heat is necessary—in exact contrast 
with the cooking of beef. We all doubt- 
less possess a double roasting pan that 
is self-basting. In this place the lamb 
and after it has partly cooked sur- 


round it with vegetables and continue 
the cooking until the vegetables are 
tender. The point that I wish to bring 
out is that this may be done tonight, 
which is Saturday night, after the sun 
has gone down and the day has lost 
some of its intensity of heat. As we 
sit on our porch, or On our lawm, or 
even as we go out for a short ride, this 
leg of lamb may be cooking in our 
empty kitchen, and then set aside and 
merely thoroughly heated tomorrow, 
without the heat of the oven. It may 
be placed on the top of the stove and 
reheated over a very low flame. There 
must, of course, be moisture in the 
bottom of the cooker to provide the 
steam that is to penetrate the meat 
and thus reheat it. Beef, let me re- 
peat, may not be cooked in this man- 
ner, or reheated in this manner, for 
steam penetrates the meat rapidly and 
makes it too well done in almost no 
time. 

Here, then, is a menu that will give 
us roast lamb on Sunday without the 
use of the oven on our day of relax- 
ation, and Sunday should, in my opin- 
ion, be a day of relief for the mistress 
of the home as well as for its other 
members.

The string beans will, of course, be 
cooked on the top of the stove while 
the rest of the dinner is heating thor- 
oughly on another burner. The ac- 
companiments of the dinner are simple 
to construct, and all may be considered 
“hot weather food.” We shall not re- 
quire, I think, more than the recipe 
for chilled chocolate pudding to work 
out the menu, and may I add, too, that 
those of us who have a fireless cooker 
may amply make use of it in cooking 
a leg of lamb at this time of the year 
and in the fashion that we have sug- 
gested today. 


Chilled Chocolate Pudding. 


Put two squares of unsweetened 
chocolate into a double boiler and add 
two cups of milk. Mix a fourth cup 
of sugar, a fourth teaspoon of salt 
and three tablespoons of corn starch 
and when these materials are well 
blended add a fourth cup of milk. Add 
this mixture to the milk and chocolate 
mixture in the double boiler and cook 
fifteen minutes, stirring constantly 
until thickened and then occasionally. 
Add a half teaspoon of vanilla, place 
in sherbet glasses, chill and cover 
before serving with whipped cream and, 
if desired, a sprinkling of chopped wal- 


nuts.

BETTER HAVE EYES EXAMINED 
YEARLY. 

EFORE many years the yearly 
B physical examination of supposedly 

well people will have become a 
custom. It has almost become one 
among the leaders. The thinking rank 
and file will soon adopt the same cus- 
tom. 

Dr. Waite, of Boston, 
careful examinations of the eyes be- 
come a part of the annual audit. He 
gives his reasons in a very good little 
book on discovering and preventing 
glaucoma and a few other things. The 
name of the book is “The Care of the 
Eyes After Middle Life.” 

The reasons for being so much in- 
terested in glaucoma are: The eyes 
wear out before the rest of the body 
does. Complete blindness and also 
partial loss of vision are very common 
in elderly people who are otherwise 
capable of doing the day’s work. The 
principal cause of this failing goes by 
the name of glaucoma. 


The slow forms of glaucoma give no 
symptoms which the ordinary man 
heeds as matters now stand. Chronic, 
slow glaucoma can be detected early. 
When a slowly developing glaucoma is 
detected early its further development 
can be slowed up or even prevented. 
The proper diagnosis and the proper 
treatment can cause’ a glaucomatous 
eye to last as long as the other organs 
and that’s long enough. 

The symptoms which should cause 
every one over 45 years of age to sus- 
pect glaucoma are: Colored rings which 
seem to halo bright light; appearance 
of things which indicates that they are 
being seen through smoke; unexplained 
poor vision in dim light; the fact that 
an unusually good light is required for 
reading: difficulty in reading even after 
glasses have been properly fitted if 


glasses are worn.

These are merely suggestive signs 
which should lead to further examina- 
tion. They are not enough for a person 
himself or even his physician to make 
a«diagnosis on. 


Next comes a test which a skillful 
layman can make, but which the ordl- 
nary layman will fall down on. The 
field of vision is determined by fixing 
the eye on one spot, and then noting 
how far one can see a bright object 
when that object is held to the right, 
to the left, above and below the eyes. 
When this is plotted in the shape of a 
diagram it is called the field of vision. 
The field of vision of a person with 
glaucoma looks like an artist’s palette. 
When the eye is fixed there is very little 
vision in the direction of the inner or 
nose side of the eyebrows The field 
of vision of the two eyes should be 
separately tested. If the patient now 
goes to his eye specialist, and if he 
goes to uim for a periodic audit, the 
physician in addition to the above will 
find dilated and sluggish pupils, in- 


creased tension of the eyeballs, dimin- 


ished light sense, and cupping of the 
optic nerve. 

If the diagnosis is made early the 
progress of glaucoma can be stopped by 
properly made delicate massage of the 
eyeballs, and by an operation to open 
up the drains which carry the fluid 
from the interior of the eyeball. 

The use of drops in the eyes help for 
a time, but it must not be continued.

My readers will, no 
doubt, think I have an exercise com- 
plex, but I must say again that here 
it will produce the desired results. 
Bend the trunk forward from the hips; 
resume upright position; bend to the 
left from the waist; upright; bend to 
right; upright; and bend backward. 
These movements should be done at 
least eight times. 

Drop your head forward and rotate 
it from left to right. .The neck may 
be massaged with cocoa butter each 
hight. 

Stretch your legs straight before you 
and move the feet in a complete circle. 
Rise on tiptoes, hold for a moment 
and then relax. Do this whenever you 
can. A reducing cream may be worked 
into the ankles with the “bracelet” 
massage. Clasp the thumb and index 
finger of both hands around your an- 
kles and work them upward and down- 
ward until the cream has been ab- 
sorbed by the skin.

Lie flat on your back ard 
stretch your legs straight before you. 
Bring the knees together and, keeping 
them in that position, force tha feet 
together as closely as possible. Bring 
the feet outward and together again 
as though they were scissors. This ex- 
ercise, to have any noticeable effect, 
must be done~twenty times in the 
morning and twenty times at night. 
Simply holding on to the back of the 
bed and stretching the legs straight 
before you as hard as possible is help- 
ful. The leg squat, done with the legs 
well turned out, is excellent. The bony 
knees will also respond kindly to exer- 
cise. Lying flat on your back, draw 
the knees close to the chest, hold them 
in this position for a minute, and 
stretch out straight again. Repeat teh 
times. The knees may be massaged 
with lanolin or cocoa butter every 
night. ° 

The scrawny neck and round shoul- 
ders are not such a problem. 

(1) Bend the head forward and ro- 
tate it slowly. Repeat eight times. 

(2) Raise the shoulders as close to 
the lobes of the ears as possible and 
lower them again. This exercise should 
be done with precision and vigor. All 
exercises with dumb-bells are excellent. 
Lanolin is also suitable for massage on 
the neck and should be done with a 
firm rotary movement of the palm of 
the hand. Correct posture prevents or 
straightens round shoulders. Stand 
with your head high, your chest out 
and shoulders thrown back as far as 
you can get them. At odd moments 
during the day try to touch your el-

Dear Claribel: 

Paris is always, more reluctant about 
abandoning its felts in favor of straw 
for city wear than you are in Amer- 
ica. Here one never sees straw in Paris 
until May or, on rare occasions, April 
—while in New York, it is not exagger- 
ating to say that February calls forth 
more than several. 

These 1 saw during the mad week 
when Lindbergh was here and all Paris 
was in a gala mood I never imagined 
anything could be so thrilling—but I 
must not begin on that for 1 know 
that you really want to hear about 
fashions. 

The first hat is bewitching and very 
new. It is of dark blue bengal and not 
very small. Around the crown there are 
two tubes—meétal tubes! One is sil- 
ver and one is gold! And they are held 
close together and fastened to the hat 
with a narrow grosgrain ribbon very 
sparingly used. The effect is not 
heavy, as one would expect, but quite 
une reverse, which is added testimony 


to the skill of Parisian modistes. 


The other hat,.of which I have 
sketched two views, is decidedly Dutch 
in feeling. It is made of marine-blue 
straw and has two jade pins placed at 
either side of the brim just at the level 
of the eyes. It was worn by a very 
beautiful, smart English lady and the 
effect was charming as probably any- 
thing she wore would be.

Some of Recent Losses; 
Few Slip Off.

‘New York, July 1—A sharp rally in | 


Baldwin Locomotive, carrying the price | 
of that stock up to 235, a new high for | 
all time and a net gain of 141, points, | 
had a beneficial effect on the stock | 
market today. U. S. Rubber, General | 
Motors, U. S. Steel and other high- | 
priced specialties acted much better, | 
recovering a large portion of their losses | 
on the recent downward movement. | 
However, trading continued on a rela- | 
tively small scale, indicating that the 
outside public is still standing on the 
sidelines waiting for a more impressive 
showing before taking a long position. 
The day’s turnover just topped 1,300,- 
000 shares. 

The bull crowd did not have evefy- 
thing its own way by any means. While 
some issues were climbing to new highs, 
others were slipping backward steadily. 
Gains, however, greatly outnumbered 
losses. 

For the first time in about a week, 
the call money market had very little 
effect on speculative sentiment. The 
renewal rate of 5 per cent was cut to 
4'1%5 per cent without attracting much 
attention or bringing about a buying 
flurry. The renewal rate was based 
largely on the average rate of the day 
before, and it was quite obvious that 
the release of the July 1 dividend funds 
probably would make money available 
on the .stock exchange at less than 95 
per cent. 

The unexpected strength in Baldwin 
attracted buyers to many of the vet- 
eran leaders and started several other 
issues on their way to new high prices, 
including Southern Pacific, General 
Flectric, Collins & Aikman, Rossia, 
Insurance, Reid Ice Cream, Mullins 
Body, Manhattan Electric Supply, 
American Chicle, Chicago & KEastern 
Illinois preferred and Chicago Alton 
preferred. a 

Among the noteworthy reactionary 
issues were Famous Players, Mack 
Truck, American Car & Foundry, South 
Porto Rican Sugar and Pan-American 
issues. Some of the rails participated 
in the forward movement in a mod- 
est wav. Substantial gains were made 
by Atchison, Chicago & Alton preferred, 
Rock Island, Gulf, Mobile & North- 
ern, Missouri Pacific, M. K. & T., N. 
é& W., Pittsburgh & West Virginia and 
feveral others. 

Resumption of impressive buying in | 
General Electric made that stock one 
of the outstanding strong features of 
the session. A rise of 3', points car- 
ried it to the highest level on record, 
equivalent to more than $450 for the 
old shares of. $100 par value, which 
were replaced by the present stock last 
fall. Much of the buying was attrib- 
uted to the reinvestment of July 1 
money. 


Southern Pacific rose to levels dupli- 
eating ® high price which has not been 
approached since 1921. Though direc- 
tors have never encouraged the thought, 
opinion seems to be that the strength 
is a forerunner of an increase in the $6 
dividend rate to pave the way for an 
issue of additional stock. 

Official denial of recent rumors that 
the company was contemplating a size- 
able piece of new financing failed to 
stimulate any recovery in Paramount- 
Famous-Lasky. On the contrary, there 
wa. a renewed outpouring of discour- 
aged liquidation in that stock under 
which it broke to new low levels for 
the year. A temporary rally developed 
as shorts proceeded to cover on the 
wtakness, but with this demand satis- 
fied the stock settled back around the 
low level. 

Baldwin shorts were evidently in dis- 
tress. ‘The scnsational rise in the stock 
was attended by more talk of an inves- 
tigation into an alleged corner. At 
the stock exchange, however, authori- 
tative denial was made that any in- 
quiry into Baldwin dealings was being 
considered. 

Italian exchange continueu active, 
but moved within a narrow range. Pe- 
setas gained 5 points on the day. Some 
South American currencies .were in 
supply.

The system ratio 
was 77.6 per cent, against 78.8 per cent 
for the previous week.

Formation of an “emergency cabinet” 
at the Paramount-Famous Players-Las- 
ky Studios to study problems growing 
out of the present movie wage dispute 
was announced today by Jesse L. Lasky, 
first vice president of the film concern.

The emergency cabinet, the names of 
whose members were not given out, 
pledged themselves to institute policies 
and methods by August 1, which would 
solve the problem of exceS8sive costs. 
Weekly meetings Sf the cabinet are to 
be held. 

A separate reply on behalf of Para- 
mount Studios was sent the Arts and 
Sciences Academy in which it was 
stated that “consideration was being 
given to existing conditions in the film 
industry and to the consequences that 
must necessarily follow after they ate 
permitted to continue.”

When the District’s committee on a 
high pressure system for fire protec- 
tion recently visited New York, it 
obtained a promise from officials of 
the National Board of Fire Underwrit- 
ers that if certain improvements were 
made to water mains and fire hydrants 
within two years, a general reduction 
in local fire insurance premiums on 
rated risks would result. Among these 
conditions was installation of 200 new 
fire hydrants during the coming fiscal 
year. 

Yesterday George 8S. Watson, chief 
engineer of the Fire Department and 
chairman of the committee, received 
from the underwriters’ board a sched- 
ule, with diagram, indicating that of 
this year’s 200 new fire hydrants, 82 
should be located within the congested 
Value district, or the downtown area, 
and the remaining 118 should be 
placed in apartment building zones. 

Another schedule was submitted, 
showing where the 1928 quota of re- 
slacement of 6- and 8-inch feeder 

pes for hydrants should be located 

A Place of 4-inch feeders. 


Will Submit Schedules. 


Chief Watson announced he would 
bmit the schedules at once to J. S 
sland, superintendent of water, for 
stimates on their cost. 

“The more I see of high-pressure 
systems,” said Chief Watson, following 
his trip of inspection with the com- 
mittee to Baltimore, “the more I feel 
that I would like the District to have 
pne. It is a great reliance. Of course, 
t costs lots of money, and it is patent 
hat Washington does not need high 

ressure as much as cities with less 

pen space and higher buildings. 

“Much more immediately we need 

ore fire engine houses, better water 
mains downtown, more and better dis- 
tributed fire hydrants and more ap- 
paratus. If we don’t get these things 
at once, which will benefit the entire 
elty, including the congested value 
district, we will have to have the high- 
pressure system to safeguard property 
downtown. 

“The committee has not yet sketched 
out its recommendations, but it will 
meet soon to consider what it shall be.”

POLICEMEN MAY LOSE 
TRAINING AS DETECTIVES 


District Officials Demand Writ 
to Enable Fight on 
Boyd Award. 


PATROLMAN IS GIVEN $600 


The District Commissioners are 
threatening to abandon. the old prac- 
tice of temporarily assigning privates 
to detective headquarters for training 
and special duty with or without the 
rank of acting sergeants. 

The Court of Appeals was informed 
yesterday by F. H. Stephens and Alex- 
ander H. Bell, jr., assistants to the ‘cor- 
poration counsel that if a writ of 
error is not allowed to the Municipal 
Comrt so that the District government 
could fight against a judgment for a 
trifle more than $500 awarded to Po- 
liceman John Boyd, of the Second Pre- 
cinct, the practice would have to be 
abandoned and that the abandonment 
would be detrimental to the police de- 
partment. 

Boyd, through Hawken & Havell, sued 
the District government on the strength 
of a law which became effective July 
1, 1924, which provided, among other 
things, that “members of said force— 
police force—detalled to detective head- 
quarters in the prevention and detec- 
tion of crime shall receive extra com- 
pensation of $600 per annum.”’’ 

Boyd was transferred from the Bigth 
precinct to detective headquarters on 
June 16, 1922. He remained there un- 
til May 5, 1925, when he was sent to 
the Second Precinct. He received no 
imcrease of pay, he stated, after the 
law in question became effective. “ie 
held the rank of acting sergeant and, 
according to his counsel, had al] the 
responsibilities of a regular sergeant 
but not the pay. 

In their petition for the writ of error 
the C»mmissioners say that “It is re- 
spectfully urged that the matters and 
things set forth are of great importance 
in the administration of the police af- 
fairs in the District. That as this 
cause now stands the judgment of the 
Municipal Court (if this petition is de- 
nied) will cause the abandonment of 
@ practice and custom that has long 
been in vogue in the administration 
and work of the Detective Bureau and 
which has proved invaluable to that 
branch as well as beneficial to the offi- 
cers selected for temporary detail.” 

These assignments. it is said, are of 
a temporary character and are under- 
stood by the men involved not to be 
promotions. The law creating the 
police department and amendments 
thereto give the Commissioners and the 
major and superintendent of police full 
power in connection with the assign- 
ment of any member of the force, the 
Commissioners state; and the courts 
should not interfere and say that a 
mere shift in the location of the duties 
of a police officer should carry with it 
a raise in salary such as naturally fol- 
lows & promotion. The appellate court 
took the petition under advisement. 


PHILLIPS LUMBER CASE 
HELD STILL AT ISSUE 


Justice Bailey Answers Writ 
Sought to Compel Fixing 
of Appeal Bond. 


Justice Jennings Bailey, of Equity 
Court, who signed a decree on June 
3 against the defendants in the Phil- 
lips lumber case and who was ordered 
by the Court of Appeals to show cause 
why a writ of mandamus should not 


issue to compel him to fix bond on ap- 
peal for the defendants, informed the 
Appellate Court yesterday in his an- 
swer that the Equity Court has not yet 
finally disposed of the case. 

This case was a suit for accounting 
filed by ‘the Federal Government in 
connection with the sale of surplus war 
lumber by the War Department. The 
Equity Court.found agatnst certain of 
the defendants in the sum of about 
$1,500,000 and referred the case to the 
auditor as to other defendants. All of 
the defendants insisted on taking the 
case to the Court of Appeals immedi- 
ately after Justice Bailey signed the 
decree, but a motion to fix bond on ap- 
peal was denied on the ground that 
the decree was not final. 

Justice Bailey now says that “the 
matters put at issue by the pleadings 
were not fully and finally disposed of 
in this decree; the cause was referred 
to. the auditor for accounting and re- 
port and continued for further judicial 
cetermination; the United States was 
awarded no judgment enforceable by 
execution.” 

District Attorney Peyton Gordon and 
Marcus Borchardt and W. S. Ward, spe- 
cial assistants to the Attorney General, 
supported Justice Bailey’s answer with 
a number of citations pertaining to the 
questions involved.

Debate Holds Up Awarding 
of Contract for Uni- 
forms for Cadets. 


Unanimously returning to office 
Charles F. Carusi, president of the 
school board, and Mrs. William H. Her- 
ron, vice president, members of the 
Board of Education yesterday ushered 
in a new school year at a reorganiza- 
tion meeting in the Franklin Adminis- 
tration Bullding. 

Summing up educational progress in 
the last seven years, Superintendent of 
Schools Frank W. Ballou declared that 
the term begins under the most favor- 
able auspices, with the Washington 
school system established in an envi- 
able position among the leading cities 
of the country. 

“We may well rejoice with the splen- 
did record of accomplishment,” Dr. Bal- 


lou said. “Naturally many improve- 
ments yet remain to be made. With 
the continuance of the public support 
which has been s° largely responsible 
for the educational progress of the past 
seven years, the high ideals set. up for 
the public schools of Washington will 
inevitably in due time be fully 
realized.” 


Members Are Sworn. 


Prior to the openpe of the meet- 
ing, Secretary Harry ©. Hine adminis- 
tered the oath to Mrs, Herron and the 
Rev. F. 1. A. Bennett, whose terms have 
beem extended by the District Supreme 
Court justices. Isaac Gans, whose term 
also was extended, took the same oath 
earlier in the day. 

As one of its first acts, 
appointed Miss A. G. Lind, a teacher 
in the Powell Junior High School, to 
the administrativve principalship of the 
Johnson-Bancroft. Miss M.°‘R. Pepper, 
a teacher in the Macfarland Junior 
High, was named teaching principal of 
the Brookland School. 

A request for the appropriation of 
$20,000 of the repair fund for the trans- 
fer of portable buildings to new sites, 
at an average cost of $1,000 a building, 
precipitated a debate in which intima-~- 
tions were made that the price is ex~- 
cessive. Dr. H. Barrett Learned asked 
that attention of the Bureau of Effi- 
ciency be called to the high ‘cost of re- 
moving the portables, and the Rev. Mr. 
Bennett suggested that new buildings 
might almost be constructed for such 
a sum.

The appropriation was passed, how~- 
ever, after Raymond Wilmarth, busi- 
ness manager of the schools, explain 
that many of the older buildings ha 
to be partially r econstructed, and 
plumbing installed in many instances. 
Dr. Ballou said there would be nine- 
teen or twenty such transfers in the 
course of the summer. 

Another debate arose as to letting 
the 1927 contract for cadet uniforms. 
Of ‘two firms submitting bids, Singer 
& Co., of Baltimore, had presented & 
figure 20 cents lower on regulation 
uniforms and 25 cents lower on none 
commissioned equipment, than Sig- 
mund Eisner & Co., of Red Bank, 
N. J. As the Red Bank firm had com- 
plied with school regulations in estab- 
lishing a Washington office and the 
Baltimore company had not, Assigt- 
ant Superintendent Stephen Kramer 
recommended that the higher bid be 
accepted. 

On the insistence of Henry Gilligan, 
however, and the acquiescence of the 
administration, the matter was referred 
back to the committee on athletics 
and playgrounds, under the Rev, F. I. 
A. Bennett, with power to act. 

George J. Jones, head of the depart- 
ment of history; Florence Cornell, of 
Columbia Junior High Schcol, and 
Myrtle Werner, representing the ele~ 
mentary schools, were appointed mem~ 
bers of the board of examiners for the 
new year in divisions 1 to 9. Two ad- 
ditional members will be named in the 
fall.

Dr. Ballou, in a statement to the 
board, commended the services of Hugh 
McQueeny, janitorial executive in the 
schools, who yesterday completed 42 
years in the system, during which he 
has occupied every position in jani- 
torial work from the lowest to the high- 
est. 

The board authorized Dr. Ballou to 
take his leave of absence some time 
within the months of July and August. 

President Carusi appointed Mr. Gil- 
ligan and Dr. J. Hayden Johnson to 
confer with himself and administrative 
officers regarding the procedure to be 
followed in effecting Group B promoe- 
tions. The question involves construce 
tion of the law as applied to the proe- 
motions. 

Reelection of Mr. Carusi as president 
of the board was moved by the Rev. 
Mr. Bennett and seconded by Mrs. 
Herron, while Mrs. Howard Lincoln 
Hodgkins moved. Mrs, Herron's reéelece 
tion, and the Rev. Mr. Bennett sec- 
onded it.
